the  fenfes  ?  As  when  good  ground , naturally  brings  forth 
thi files ,  trees  (land  too  thick e,  or  loo^  thin ,  or  dif orderly,  or 
(  without  drefing )  put  forth  cvnprofitavse  fuckers }  and  fttcrs 
like .  All  which,  and  a  t  ho  f fan  d  more,  Art  reformcth,  being 
tauoht  by  experience  :  and  therefore  mufi  we  count  that  Art 
the  f ureyl,  that  fiandsvpon  experiment  all  rides,  gathered  by 
the  rule  of  reafotr  (not  conceit)  of  all  otner )  ules  th -  furcfl. 
Whereupon  hatte  1  of  my  meere  and  foie  experience ,  without 
refbeSt  to  any  former  written  Treaiife,  gathered  thefe  rules , 
and  fet  them  downe  in  writing,  not  daring  to  hide  the  lea fi  ta¬ 
lent  men  me  of  my  Lord  and  Majlcr  in  Heauen  •  neitoer  is 
this  mtmm  to  Any,  though  it  differ. from  the  common  opinion

itt  differs  points-,  to  make  it  knowne  toothers,  what  good  I  haue 
found  out  in  this  ftcultie  by  long  triafl  and  experience,  l  con- 
feffe  freely  my  want  of  curious  skill  in  the  Art  of  planting.  And 
1  admire  and  praife  PJinie,  Ariffocle, Virgil,  Cicero,  and  many 
others  for  wit  and  iudgement  in  this  kinde,  and  leaue  them  to 
their  times ,  manner ,  and  feuerall  Countries.  ,f. 

lam  not  determined  (neither  can  1  worthily)  to  fee  forth  the 
praifes  of> this  Art :  how  fome,  and  not  a  few,  euen  of  the  befl , 
haue  accounted  it  a  chief e  part  of  earthly  bappinefe ,  to  hau<L*> 
faire  and  pleafant  Orchards ,  as  in  Hefperia  and  Theflaly, 
how  all  with  one  con  fent  agree ,  that  it  is  a  chiefe  part  of  Huf- 
bandry  ( as  T ully  de  fene&ute)  and  Husbandry  maintaines 
the  world  5  how  ancient,  how  profitable ,  how  pleafant  it  is,  how 
many  fecrets  of  nature  it  doth  containe ,  how  loued,  how  much 
praftifed  in  befl places,  and  of  the  befl  :  This  hath  already  beene 
done  by  many.  1  onlj  aime  at  the  common  g  ood.  1  delight  not  in 
curious  conceits,^ planting  andgr offing  with  the  root  upwards, 
inoculating  Rofes  on  Thornes,  and  fitch  like,  although  1  hauzs 
heard  of  diners ,  proued  fome,  and  read  of  moe. 

The  Stationer  hath  ( as  being  mofl  defrosts  with  me,  to  fur¬ 
ther  the  common  good)  -  befl owed  much  cofl  and  care  in  hatting 
the  Knots  and  Models  by  the  befl  Artizam  cat  in  great r varietie , 
that  nothing  might  be  any  way  wanting  to  fatisfie  the  curious 
defire  of  thofe  that  would  make  <vfe  of  this  booke.  '  1 

And  1  [hew  a  plains  and fare  way  of  planting,  which  1  haue 
found  good  by  48.  y  ceres  (and  mee)  experience  in  the  North 
fart  of  England  :  I  preiudicate  and  enuie  none,  wifbing  yet  all 
to  ab flame  from  maligning  that  good  ( to  them  vnknowne ) 
which  is  well  intended.
